communism. They were Irving in 
27 compounds which included med- 
ical dispensaries 
Each prisoner 


had GI clothes, two blankets, soap 
ard Japanese cigarettes 


The teachers in the compound 


were trained POWs Dr. Benben 
said thev did a good job of teach- 
ing until the communists went to 
work with a terror campaign 
Teachers would wake up with a 
noose on his neck, a broken leg or 
arm or fingers smashed by combat 
boots.
